Neal Dow denies that the Maine li- 
quor law has been a failure. He de- 
clares that the law has extinguished 
fully aineteen-twentieths of the rum 
trade in Maine. The statement made 
in the newspapers that there are more 
saloons in Portland now than ever, he 
ssys is untrue, and that in the old 
time there were establishments 
in Portland, any of which sold 


more liquor than is now sold by all 
the existing saloons put together. The 
venerable apostle of temperance gives 
this interesting description of the 
ways in which liquor is retailed in 


Maine: 
“*Drinking saloons; what do 


to pay heavy royalties for selling her 
pictures, but we will attend to that 
ourselves and pocket the money.” 


There is not a single iron sailing 

sbip afloat which carries the American 

flag. Our sailing ships are entirely of 
wood, and the days of wooden ships 
have passed. We build no iron ships, 
and our laws prohibit the purchase of 
iron ships abroad. Iron ships carry 
more cargo and get higher rates of 
freight than wooden ships. Most of 
the exports from this country are car- 
ried away in iron ships sailing under 
foreign flags. America has been for 
years steadily decreasing in tonnage, 
while the merchant fleets of other na- 
tions bave grown. The American 
fleet is likely to disappear entirely 
from the ocean,unless the heavy home 
taxation on shipping. is lightened, or 
taken off altogether.

THE LOTTERY SCHEME. 


“An Act to Ald the Nevada Benevolent 
A«suciation in Profiding Means for 
the Care and Maintenance of the In- 
sane of Nevada, and fer Other Char- 
itable Purposes,” 

The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in the Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be lawful for 
the Nevada Benevolent Association of 
the State of Nevada to give not ex- 
ceeding five public entertainments or 
concerts, to sell tickets of admission
